It is a circumstance somewhat untoward in 
ils mature that in almost every discussion 
which has taken place in your paper the 
charge of Natiunality should have been 
thrown out so frequently as to leare consi- 
derable doubt with regard to the fate of that 
unhappy term, and make a great number of 
your rraders really apprehensive that its cxis. 
tence as expressive of any particular idea 
will sooner or later be terminated. Already 
the meaning of the expression begins to be 
vague and undefined; already is it the last re- 
fuge for overy baffled disputant to hide his 
diminished head; alrcady do we see the van- 
quished gladiator with his last gesp groaning 
forth Nationality. 

When Hloltandus stood forward to meet the 
remarks of the Reviewers, he wisely forbore 
ta touch upon those passages which involved 
most deeply the honour and credit of his 
country, but confned his defenceto the Lite. 
rary productions which cast such a radiance 
over the former government of this Colony 5 
and postponing all other counsiderations to 
the panygeric of these luminous volumes, left 
the more venial defects te be answered under 
the general and iudefinite charge of Nation. 
ality. len 

Next came the poor Genuine Dutchman at 
whose demise the same dismal “last speech 
and confession’ was hawked about. 

The Cotonist was next ushercd forth 
fé armed cap-a-pie eazer for fight.”’—lle too 
adopted the same strain, for when frenzied 
with vexation and at a loss for argument, he 
inveighed with bitterness extreme against gen= 


» uine Anglicisms. 


Lastly comes the Brother Settler, who an 
ticipating the fate to whica his own rashuess 
leads him, and probably still smarting from 
the lashes he recently received under another 





shape, determines apparently fo try wketwer 
this weapon, when brandished ia his morte 
powerful hinds, will be more effectual. 

The luckless sound scems however to hare 
at last attaincd the acme of persecution, and 
the more merciful part of your Readers, who 
are anxious to hare an expression for each 
idea which the human mind can form, will no 
doubt sympathize with me in my endeavours 
to rescue it from perditiun and restore it to 
that rank in the Dictionary from which it has 
so unmeritedly been torn. 

Nationality is generally allowed to be an 
extension of that feeling which we denomie 
nate sclf.love to a tribe instead of being cene 
tred in an individual.

that similar measures under any government 
whatever would hase beem equally deprecatdd, 
But if it sheuld appear upon due investig:e 
tion that circumetances of (he same narure 
have often called forth equally severe Cene 
sures from them when their own country was 
concerned, the second part of the definition 
is equally inapplicable, 

1 these ideas wjron the subject be just they 
vught to he conmunicated 10 Brother Scttler, 
Colouist, Genuine Dautchmau, bäberat Colve 
nist, &c. &c. for we may then hope to see 
them fairly enter the lists, and adduce ALgUe- 
meat instead of assertion, fact instead of de. 
clamation, temper and moderation instead of 
anger aud imperiousness, and a small prupore 
tion of civility instead of such slang and 3e 
buse as would pass current iu a pot-house 
alone. 

Lu brother Settler’s last paper Î observe that 
this hacknied and thrcad.batre charge of Na 
tionaluey. modified into the more exuressive 
one of National prejudiees and vanity, 18 
again brougbt forward agsinst Anglicus and 
his Alles (as he pleasuntly would designate 
one knews not whe.)

What but an earnest dezire to check corrupe 
tion in its progress induced the prosecution 
of Warren Hastings, Esq. The whole of 
England resounded with imprecations at hîs 
Supposed crimes, and the hasty aecusations 
against that venerable governor fully demone 
Strated the readines- of the nation ta punish 
in her own children those rices and enormi 
ties which it is trusted she will never cease 
to reprobate. 


Is it Nationality which makes every Brie 
ton contemplate with horror the massacre of 
his unfortunate Countrymen at Amboyna? 
Does ‘he same motive teach him to depracate 
the birbarons poticy winch induced the Spa 
niards ant Duteh to exterpate whole tribes? 
Is every Kuglise reader of the honest Stavoo 
rinus and the ingvaious but illastarred ogen 
dorp, chargeabte with Nstional prejudices bee 
Cause he expresses hrs detestation of the atro= 
citiek and oppressions therein described? 
Wich what new and unknown genus of Nae 
tionality are these two writers themselves to 
be charged? for the terms of disipproba:iog 
in which they speak of the Dutch Governa 
ment are quite as strong as tnose by which 
the Eaglish characterize it. What species of 
Nationality at this rate is imputable to Amca 
rica À since her first Fpick writer în endca= 
vauring to work the imagination of his read. 
ers toa climax of horror, can find no twa 
descriptions in the whole raage of human ine 
tellect so applicable tu his purpose as the ins 
quisition of Npain and the conduct af the 
Dutch in Java end the rest of this Archipelago,

Che hanest Russian too, who, while read. 
ing tbe account of his intelligent cquntry. 
man’s embassy to Jipan, joins with the rcst 
ef Europe in expeessing his disgust and cone 
tempt at the naustous and humiliating servie 
lity required from the Dutch traders who 
voyage thither, ís actuated by national prejne 
dices farsooth IN! Yet let any man of libca 
ral sentiments read this fair statement of facts 
by the enlightened Captain von Krusenstern, 
and if he faals to sicken at the toathsome dee 
tail of bows, grimaces and grovellings, which 
are submitted to without 4 marmur by Myn 
heer Opperhooffd, 4 snall cheerfulig allow 
thut his digestive organs are beyond my coma 
prehension: Wiiy does not Settler or Coto- 
nist adduce some circuistances in palliation ? 
The fact indeed is that vrhere a free discussion 
is allowed, those who have been the abeltors 





of enarmities or participators ín the profits 
of ignominy will naturally fecl severely the 
lash which they have merited, and any charge 
or pretence, any mancgeurre to weaken its ef- 
fects will be resurted to, however insignificant 
and fuuile, 


It might indeed have been national preju- 
dice and vanity which induced Great Britain 
to lend hee aid towards re-establishing (his 
most darling, most endeared and most faithful 
of her Allies in ber independence, and to 
make her arbitress of the fate of some of 
the finest countries in the globe; but we did 
not see even Settler himself generously re. 
mind her of the act she was about to com- 
mit, whilst there was any hope of preventing 
its oecurrence. Indeed, as the charge of Na- 
tionality argues an assumptinn of more than 
“due merit to one” own country, it comes me. 
thinks with but an ill grace from persons 
who, but for her persevering efforts, would 
even now, as a few short months ago, 
have fawned at the feet of France in abject 
Eubmis-ion, and who ought at least to be the 
Vast in the wor!d to call in question the qua- 
lities of their only benefactor. 


Dil we see Colouist, Genuine Dutchman, 
or even Settler, tax Hotllandus with Nationae- 
lity when he compared Dautchmen to Lions, 
and Scotchmen to Asses? Yet by what 
stretch of imagination, by what distortion 
ef methaphor can either cuimparison be cou- 
sidered as applicable ! ! 

But 1 weary your Readers with exposing 
such absurdities, and shall merely for the pree 
sent warn Settler and Cotonist that no illibee 
rat accusations against the British Nation 


will enable them ultimately to ward off the 


attacks made upon a corrapt System of gov. 
ernment 2 that the wisest way is to descend 
into the fair Ald of argument which is open 
to them 5 lest their readers should anwittingty 
be Ied into a belief that the cause is too bad 
to admit of defence. If this really be the 
“ease, the honour of Holland will not be sup. 
ported by endcarvuring to varaist over the 
crimes of her colonial subjects; but a serious 
“determination to redress the evils they have 
“Committed towards the unoffending and noble 
Minded natives of these Islands, will, if stcadi. 
Iy pursued, rescue the present generation from 
“the reproaches of posterity. That there is 
sufficient virtue to guide the public mind on 
the approaching" rc-establishment of the 
Puteh Government in this colony there is 
every reason to hope. The amiable and en- 


‘Fishtened men amongst the Colonists who 


have stood forward as benefactors to man- 
Kind and supporters of the true interests of 
their country, Cannot meet with too much 
hommage or respeet, and could it Be believed 
that erin Virtwous pfinciples predominated, 
the painful duty of writing to expose what 
scarcely requires refntation might have been 
spared me. But the task which will here- 
after be imposed on them wilt be proportion. 
ed to the prize for which they have to con- 
tend, and it will remain for theif ezertions to 
decide whether the dawn which witnesses the 
resumption of the Dutch authorities will be 
Fememvered with pride by grateful genera. 
tions or imprecated for having ushered in the 
„heaviest curse which has ever fallen on Java 
and its neighbouring Isles. 


Haring now examined Settler’s attempt to 
shield his brethren by casting reflections on 
the motives which actuate the opposers of 
their principles aud tenets, T shall procced to 
enquire into the other paragraphs of his 
‘Tetter 5 but if the course which he has adopt. 
ed in the first vespeet be but ill calculated to 
attain his object still less can he’ felicitate 
himself on the choice of a subject for his 
ether discussions, 


The sanguine views of the gentleman sign. 
ing. himself a Member, ted him probably to 
overlouk the dark cloud which in sorrow be 
it said still over shadows the lovely prospect 
of his counteniplatious yet whatever oppore 
tuuity for glee and merriment this may afford 
to the humane mind of Settler, it is hoped 
that an impartiel p sterity will plead in ex- 
guse many mollifying circumstances which 
seems totally to have esca,cd his notice, and 
that his compatriots will rejoice that some. 
thing still remains fer them to execute. To 
discuss such a subject as fully as it merits at 
present would for several causes be indelicate 
and unallowable;s but in the mean time to 
check the senseless rejoicings of those gene. 
rous spirits whose proud aid instead of incit. 
ing them to soar, makes their sole happiness 
consist in (he endeavour to reduce the rest 
of mankind to their own level, it may be suf. 
ficient to observe that Java, from the moment 
of its conquest, was never Cunsidered as an 
establishment permanently connected with 
Great Britain, that the policy of its former 
Goverunors had indaced them to vilify and 
abus both climate and natives in terms total. 
Jy uuwarranted, which combined with. their 
strict system of monopoly had fully answer. 
ed theie odious parpose of drawing a compicte 
Yine of separation between this part of the 
world aud civilized Kurope. Great Britain 
occupied in grander projects at home has had 
but little time to tura her attention to a sub. 
ject not of the most promising aspect; yet 
with all these diffieulties, independent of others 
to hamper her exertions, it wili for ever be 
recorded to her honour that in the short 
space of four years, she waded throúgh and 
removed more than four-fifth of the vast 
quagmire of corruption which the avarice 


and cruelty of her predeeessors had spent a 
century and a half in accumulating. — 

If however the Member has exceeded the 
strict line of fact on one side, Settier has run 
into an incomparably tess pardonable error 
by overstepping it on the other. Lt is not 
(as he would havèus to believe) in the Re. 
gencies alone that Coffee is cultivated, and he 
should reflect before he authorizes * u1rs 
NAME’ to he used as (he melancholy memento 
of statements which he cannot be prepared to 
prove. Had he taken the trouble to examine 
into the matter, before he thus rashly ven. 
tured to be responsible for such an assertion, 
he would have learned that in several districts 
of Java, Coffee grounds are cultivated by pri. 
vate proprietors, and that the sudden relin. 
quishment of the plentations of the enfrane 
chised serfs of the Esland, induced many spe. 
culators in the Nedayo and other provinces to 

‘embark their Capitals in that lucrativre eme 
ployment. 

What concern the subject of Opium can 

have with Java, or for what purposes it was 
Iugged into the discussion, T must avow my- 
“self at a Íoss to imagine. Iam not aware of 
any forced delivery of this article as Settler 
would imply sthe cultivation of it is, at all 
events, not compulsory, and is it not at feast 
as proper a subject for Monopoly as any 
other species of Colomial produce? Is a tax 
upon Salt too, so much more objectianable 
than that which is derived from the other ne. 
cessaries of life? how indeed it is to be levied 
without a monopely ie not very easy to de. 
‘termine—ft is certainly to be regretted that 
circumstanced as we are, such a topick should 
have been started, for at best Jt can be but 
partially elucidated 5 and in the mean time I 
think we may safely trust, that the advantages 
of a free press which Holland is likely to en. 
joy as fully as her neighbour, will put it in 
her power to discriminate between the merits 
and demerits of the system without our aid 
or interference. . 

The grand resource of Settler, however, 
appears to be the fifth and longest paragraph, 
where he indulges in a vein of such woudrous 
pleasantry that he seems almest beside hime 
self. It may prebably rot be unfriendly to 
caution him that the Bufoon who amtses his 
behalders by his tricks and gestures not 
tnfrequently becomes by his Follies an object 
of their com passion.*— When his transports 
have given-place to the contreul of reason, I 
would ask him seriously to state the objec. 
tions which render the prospect of Ruropeans 
residing in Java so absurd and preposterous? 
À soil on which nature has lavishly bestowed 
her fairecst gifts} a race of people rendered 
amiable and interesting in the eyes of every 
feeling man who cultivates an acquaintance 
witt them 5 a climate adapted to the growth 
of fruits, grains and vegetables, of every re. 
‘gion from the Arctic Circle to the Equator; 
an atmosphere serene and pure yet anruffled 
by those overpowering Tornados whose de. 
vastating effects are so general in tropical 
Countries—these are the advantages which 
Java has to boast, and no common inducement 
are they for a maa who seeks tranquillity to 
establish himself here, under the fostering hand 
of a mild and liberal government. Let Set. 
tler return to the fens and mudbanks of Hol. 
land if he prefers them, but Ict him at least 
learn to treat with common respect and fore 
bearance the inclinations of others who arc 
indeed to pursue a different path. 

He appears to be unaware or uawilling to 
remember that even after the formal abolition 
of the Slave Trade had taken place in 
England, and the traflick had been de. 
clared a _Felony, even the preponderating 
naval power of that country was una. 
ble to suppress the exertions of Specue 
lators to evade the laws. A want ef ine 
formation was the general Com plaint, to 
obviate which the African Iustituriùn was 
founded, and it was to have been hoped that 
the benefits resulting from such an establish. 
ment were too well known for even Settler 
himself to profess ignorance of them. _No 
“t regular European administration,” can 
be so efficient and vigorous in a distant and 
temporary possession as in the conntry to 
which it is appended, and à fortiori if a 
Benevolent’ Institution is necessary in the 
latter it is more so in the former. 

‘The conclusion of Settler’s letter is render. 
ed somewhat obscure, which is truly anfortu= 
nate, because amongst the whole of Colonist’s 
productions he might have selected a clearer 
passage for qrotation than the very one 
which is most devoid of meaning and polite- 
ness, and upon the wholethe production of 
this writer is calcnlated forcibly to remind 
his readers of the display of a Chinese Roc. 
ket at a National Festival. The Member 
having lighted him, he goes off with a fright. 
ful sehiz, and pursues an irregular course, 
through the dark expanse, vainly trying to 
Enlighten as he: goes, till having run his 


‚ dength, he cracks and sparkles, sheds a faint 


gleam on the Colonist in his descent and 

tumbles into irretrievable obscurity.

LONDON, AUG. 30. 

SuapwerL.— Yesterday the Master ef a 
merchant ship was charged by Mr. G. Raynes 
with starving to death his brother Mr. J. T. 
Reynes, on the passage from Jamaica. The 
deceased had formerly been an officer in the 
East India service, and lately had the com= 
mand of aship in the West Indies, in which 
country he sojourned for some time, but was 
rediced to distress, and agreed to work his 
passage before the mast. Mr, Lindsay, a pas= 
senger, the steward, boatswain, and covk of 
the ship, and others, stated that tre deceascd, 
when engaged, was not in very good health; 
that he continued doing his duty, both in hare 
bour and at sea, tilt he was reduced to such a 
slate of debility that he was not able to go to 
the pumys (the ship being leak y), or do other 
duty. This being observed by the Master, he 
ordered the steward tu stop his allowance uf 
provision, saying, those who did not work 
Should not eat, and his allowance was stopped 
for several weeks. The ship’s company were, 
part of the passage, on very short allowance, 
but did alt in their power (which they were 
compelled ta do by stealth) to relieve the suf… 
ferer, by giving him part of their mess; and 
latterly, when the deeeased’s stomach would 
not bear salt provision, Pearson, the cook, 
evinced great humanity, by making him some 
broth from the heads of fowls, which was all 
he had in his power to offer him. ‘The Master 


was frequently applied to, requesting the mee 


dical aid of the King’s ship they were then 
under convoy of: but his reply was, he had 
already enough of the Commodore. The dee 
ccased continued to get worse, and offered the 
Master money for fresh provisions; when he 
told his Steward he vaderstood the sick man 
hadsome money, and if there was any thing 
left from his tible, he might let him have its 
but it was now too late, and the unfortunate 
suffcrer died a fow days afterwards, entirely 
owing to want of proper food, and medical 
aid, though the ship arrived in pert with some 
hogs, goats, and poultry, on beard. The 
deceased was so completely reduced that one 
of his hip bones had penetrated the skin, oc. 
casioned by his having no;other bed than the 
cables to lie on. The charge being clearly 
proved, the prisoner was committed for trial 
at the Admiralty Sessions,

46 The inconceivable eforts which Prussia 
made to sapport this great contest. after*six 
years of oppression, signatised by all kinds of 
extortion and arbitrary treatment, put it out 
of our power to wake a suitable provision for 


the equipment, the pay, and other wants of — 


the armics again éalled forth to combat Buo. 
naparte and bis adherents. France, now de. 
livered, cannot refuse its gratitude to the con. 
Querors of the common enemy, when one re- 
fects on the persevering courage and patience, 
În-the midst of nitmberless privations, which 
they have shewn during the most extraordin- 
ary efforts; but this gratitude must not con. 
sist, as in 1814, in empty werds, but in deeds. 
You pretend that the contribution of 100 
millions of francs exeecds the ability of your 
Conutry. Ask Count Dera what Berlin, a 
city of a quarter of the size of yours, was 
obliged to furaish, and you will be convinced 
it greatly extveds the demands of Prince 
Blucher from the capital of France. If we 
treated your provinces as you did ours, from 
1806 to 1512, the contribution to be imposed 
according tò that standard might exêeed your 
ability. Bat far from using reprisals, we 
have hitherto demanded only the reimburse. 
ment of the expences of the war; for the 
budgets of our finances have no head for the 
exorbitant impositions levied in foreign coun- 
tries, such as were found in the budgets of 
France previously to the year 1814. 

< Last year the conquest of Paris ended 
the war. ‚In this campaign the same conquest 
haf been the object of our labours; to attain 
it we harc been forced te make promises to 
the troops, not such promises as the French 
Teader made to his army before the defeats on 
the, Katzbach, near Cuhn and Dennewetz; 
which hindred him from performing them, but 
such as generaus Conquerors make to modest 
soldiers, whose welf:tre they value, and whose 
courage they know how to appreciate. It is 
by the contribution that these promises inust 
be fulâlled, and 1 eannot eonceive, Sir, how 
it has happened that in these three days that 
we have been negociating on this subject, you 
have not got tagether a sum on account suf. 
Ácient to shew your good will to the Prince, 
who'must not be deceived in his hope of ful. 
Élling his promise to his soldiers, who arc 
used to depend on his word. You, and those 
wlig: have neglected or rather prevented the 
payment of a sum in part, are the persons 
to whem Parig must impute the disagreeble 
consequences of this neglect. Tam sorry, 
Sir, that having a particular esteem for you, 
IT am obliged. to make this declaration, 
F must add, that the measures taken on this 
occasion tre no violation of the Convention 
of Paris, since they fall only on those who 
8hew disobedience or. coolness in the execue 
tion of our orders, Accept the assurance, &c.

EXTRACT FROM A PRIVATE LETTER, DATED 
PARIS, AUG. SO. 





«€ You will readily believe that cvery act 


of the French government is an object of 
observation and criticism here; it cannot, ine 
deed, be otherwise. The whole of Europe 
Bighs for the re-establishment of social order, 
France has been the great focus of confusion 
for the last twanty-five years, and people now 
ask, whether they may hope for tranquillity, 
while the same elements, and the stme men, 
imbued with the same doctrines, are suffered 
to direct the affairs of the kingdom, Phese 
men have long had counections, habits, and 
views which they eannot easily forget; they 
only esteem those who were actively employed 
in the revolution, aud consider all others as 
enemies. It is unnecessary, however, to col. 
leet opiaions at Paris, in order to shew that 
the new Council of State is composed almost 
entirely of Revolutionis!s. Udo not apply 
this word in the precise acception of Jacobin. 
fm or Ferrorism, | merely intend, that 
nearly all those committees have paid their 
tribute tothe demon of tunovartons and to 
prove this fact, L need ouly appeal to the 
Maniteur and the almanacks. But if it be 
shewn, that among one hundred individuals 
who form part of the Council of State, either 
as Councellors, or as Masters of Request,

DUKE OF ORLEANS. 

The remains of the accomplished Mr. John 
Tweddeil have lately been published by his 
brother. In alettertotùe Hon. S. Digby, 
dated Hamburgh, January, 1796, is an ac. 
cuunt of the conduct of the present Duke of 
Orleans, in that critical period which suc. 
ceeded the death of Louis XVL The letter 
isin French ; we trust that the following 
translation will prove interesting to our 
readers :— 

Î have received the following particulars 
of the circumstances which have attended the 
young Duke of Orleans *, they will interest 
you. They have been communicated to me 
by a person too iutimately connected with 
him to be deceived himself, and who is tou 
horourable and sincere to be capable of de- 
ceiving others. You may therefore depend 
upon the truth of the narration, When the 
yeung Dake of Orleans decided to leave 
Frauce, after having been the object of a 
decree of arrest, it was never with the inten. 
tiun of bearing arms against his country, and 
even when the Archduke Charles invited him 
to enter into the service of tbe Emperor with 
the honours due to his rank, and offered to 
him the commissien and appointments of 
Lieutenant. General, he declined them, re- 
mained at Mons only long enough to obtaia 
a passpott (about 24 hours), and set out for 
Switzerland, with little more than a huudred 
louis=the whole of his fortune, 

As soon as he had: arrived in Switzerland 
he was persecuted by the aristocrats ; know. 
ing too that Rebespierre would make his fi. 
mily responsible for his emigration, he deter. 
mined to disappesr so completely, that they 
shousd believe in France he no longer existe 
ed. He therefore withdrew to the most ele. 
vated mountxins ef Switzerland. Not daring 
to appear in the parts generally frequented 
by the curieus, his journey was so much the 
more interesting, as it had wecessarily for its 
abject the choice of situattuus the least 
known. As he had left with his sister the 
little money which remained to him, it was 
amidst the greatest privations that he passed 
four months. Upon holidays, and other ree 
markable seasons, he expended Áfteen.pence 
for his own board and lodging, and for that 
of an ancient servant, who was unwilling to 
leave him. Possesting, at length, but a sin. 
gle louis, he was cumpellid to part with this 
old demestiec,e=wich this last consovlation : 
and having heard that a place of Professor of 
Geumetry was vacant in a College of the 
Grisons, he became the successful candidate, 
There he remained six months without an 
person knowing him, and made shimself so 
beloved by the scholars, and respected by the 
masters, that one of, the Messrs. de Salis, 
who had persecuted hiin as Duke of Orlvans, 
struck with the ability and merit of the young 
professor, proposed that he should become 
precepter to his children. This the young 
Duke of Orleans refused, remaining in his 
college to teach geumetry in the German 
language, and it was not until after the death 
of Robespierre, that, no longer alarmed for 
his mother and brothers, he left his retreat, 


„aud revived the attachment of a few friends ;- 


since which time he has constantly lived in a 
little town in Switzerland, with the same sim. 
plicity, and equally unknown. 

[le is now determined to visit North Ame.

fect an education which adversity has begun

as it comes from you, from a General who 
has combated in so many battles for his couns 
try and the good cause, and has constantly 
distinguished himself by his talents and his 
bravery. 

„ “*It very sincerely afflicts us to sce you 
among the number of those who are wound. 
ed, and it is, however, with pleasure that we 
pereeive you were able to retain the command 
of your troops, and. that you have the hope. 
of being entirely recovered in a few wecks. 

‘We have been very glad at receiving 
with your narration the copy of the report 
which you made on the 20th of last month to 
our beloved brother the Dake of Cambridge 
upon the said battles, by which we have been 
perfectly informed by the plan of the battle, 
and of all the circumstances which have ace 
companied it, It will be the object of our’ 
particular solicitude to recompense all thosa 
who have gloriously distinguished themselres: 
before the enemy, and we certainly shall not 
fail also to provide for the widows and or. 
phans of those whe have fallen, fighting for- 
their country : we wait for this end, only 
for the proposals of our beloved brother the- 
Duke ef Cambridge, whom your farther ren 
ports will soon enable to realise our intene 
tions. 

‘€ We charge you to express to the Manoe 
verian army under your command our entire 
satisfaction with their gevd conduct in the 
said battles, assuring you at the same time, 
that it is perfectly well known to me how 
much ís te be ascribed to the talents and bra. 
very with which you commanded them,

His Royal Highness has been fúrther please 
ed to testify his high satisfactioù with the

ATTEMPT AT MURDER IN THE PUBLIC 
STREET IN OPEN DAY. 

On Friday the*1ith of August instant, 
between the hours of one aud two o'clock 
in theday, as Mr. W. Wallace, an Officer 
of Excise from Killeshandra, in the county 
uf Cavan, was passing through North King. 
street, he was attacked unawares, and knock 
ed down with a blow from an amazing 
heavy and murderous loaded whip, by a 
nan named Jumes Sheridan, who repeated 
his blows in an unmerciful manner, whilst 
Mr. Wallace lay weltering in his blood, 
and in all probability, would hare murdered 
him, but for Mr. G. Grice, of North 
King-street, who happened to be passing, 
sad ran to his assistance, when this infamous 
ussassin made vfi; but being quickly pursu- 
ed by Mr. Grice, was, after a persevering 
chace, taken into custody by hin, and 
brought (after much difhculty and personal 
risk,) before Docter Turuer, at the Police 
Office, Ormond-quay, where Mr. Wallace 
shortly afterwards attended, dangerously 
wounded on the head. It appeared on a 
very minute investigation by that active and 
intelligent Magistrate that Sheirdan had ac- 
tually been induced te do so by à man of the 
name of Philip Reilly from Killeshandra, 
(but who was then in Dublin), in consequence 
of Mr, Wallace having, in the execution 
of his duty, levied fines on Reilly’s father, 
and that Sheridan had been employed by Reil. 
Iy totake Mr. Wallace’s life, aad for the 
diabolical purpose had armed himself with 
that weapon: the necessary informations 
were sworn against Sheridan and Reilly, 
when Sheridan was committed to Newgate 
for conspiring to murder Mr. Wallace, and 
a warrant was instantly issued, directed ta 
Mr. Charles Sims, Chief Peace-officer of the 
District, against Reilly. Mr. Sims haring 
geta ‘description of Reilly, and being ine 
formed of the house where he resorted, made an 
urraagement for his apprehension, and pro- 
geeded with a party, about ten o'clock that 
night, toan Innin Stoney Batter; on his 
way, Mr. Sims met a man in the street, 
that he thought completely answered the 
description, and kept his eye on him uutil 
he weut into the very house he had informa. 
tion where to meet him: his suspicions ‚were 
then confirmed, and having instantly inter. 
Fogaled him, he gave a wrong name and dif. 
ferent county wheuce he came; Mr. Sims 
quickly replied, you sve Philip Reilly, from 
Killeshandra, in the county of Cavan, when 
he rushed out through a large passage, got 
into the street, pursued by Mr. Nims, who
